The time seems to be at hand when n comfort
able' a nil commodious Hotel ought to be started
in Honolulu. It is little to out credit that nei- -

ther'onf' residents' from 'the
strangers from abroad, can arrive in town without
inconvenient embarrassment, as to where they can
find shelter and food, that refreshment and ac
commodation ' which every town, however insig
nificant in civilized countries, offers to travelers.

Thtre, strangers have no hesiiation, on calls of
business or pleasure, to penetrate the most sparse
ly settled districts, to arrive without previous
notice in a town, at any hour of the day or night;
while here, .the uncertainty of shelter is so great,
and accomodations so difficult to be obtained,
that it amounts to positive inhospilnlity on our
part a prohibition in fact upon arrivals. Such a
state of things Is injurious to cur interests and a
detriment to the public welfare.

It needs no argument to prove that travel
avoids those towns where 'W provision to meet
the needs of travelers exists ; that visits to such
towns "are, confined to '.those who are obliged to go
there, and that sncli places only vegetate without
growth and progress, nnd cut themselves off from
the chances for improvement and expansion that
come to more public spirjted and wide-awa-

towns.
"We 'were glad tocleome the csfablisbmerit'of

a steamer line between our port and San Fran-
cisco e were disappointed when, after making
arrangepients to touch here, the (,'hina and Jap-
an line changed their plans and abandoned their
first design,; that this tine will
topch here, in the outward passage at least,)
we are now contemplating with complacency,
the inauguration of a steamer route between Cali
fornia and Australia,, that shall bring ns into con-

nection with the latter country.
What rs tbe cause of oar pleasure in these grand

scbemesuid facts, bat onr belief that our nation
al wealth' and individual prosperity wIlTMgreatljs
promoted thereby J We want to be in the stream

of trade, we know that iprogress is hindered by

isolation ; that power and national importance
come by the connection with commercial coun-

tries that if we would hold that .to which we
have attained and gain ground in the future we

must look to the development of these routes of

commerce, as our main hope. j
But it happens, that advantages, howerer great,

may not prove fruitful of benefits to a town that
is too sluggish to improve. its opportunities, or
too deficient in publics pint to seize and'ifctnin

tbe good placed within its reach. A railroad

through a lown does not insure its growth from

the simple fact that tbe cars pass frequently,

that passengers stop a mmnte on tbe station
platform ; that they lessen tbe cost of freight to
market that was before 'distant, the railroad

but the. means which such n. town. can .apply to
its advancement to a greater or' lesser degree as

it displays enterprize, and the disposition to make

tbe most of its opportunities.
So we believe that large steamers, stoppin

route in our harbor, will not .benefit ns very much

unless we prepare' ourselves to improve the chan

ces thrown in our way. Doubtless, we will not
be slow to improve them in sending our products
tOBmhrkcts Jiow"practicalfy shut against us," or to
have on hand those fruits and small truck of

gardens that mil bo in demand on. steamer day,

but we shall have lost much that ought to be an
advantage tOTis if we allow every steamer to pass
by ns without a desire on the part of some of
the 'passengers to tarry a few on onr
islands, to look about and thereby gain some
idea of our resources and onr capabilities. From
the stream of travel, some waifs of.capital ox Jabor
ought tb'strand'on' the shores.'and probably will

do so, if we makejt, in the first instance, possible
by providing attractive Hotel accomodations for

5. The deduction from this decision of the
Commissioners is, that tbe water belongs to
them, and that they have the right; to. apportion
it ont as they please.

6. The petitioners' lands, for which they'.ask
the Commissioners to give them water, are all

kula land dry, and never before cultivated in
kalo, or irrigated. They make no pretense that
they have a right to watcr'for these lands by
prescription. In Peck el aL vs. Bailey, Chief
Justice Allen-decide- that kula land bad no right

'to water.
i. The effect of this decision of the Commis

sioners is to taketbo water peaceably enjoyed by
Cleghorn's land for a long period of years, at any
rate in his possession, and give it to lands not
entitled! to water;- - that is, to take an. easement
from one land and give it to a land remote from

it, and to it by prescription.
Hahtwell, J. : The statute, as amended by

Act of 18C0, reads thus : "It 6hall be the duty
of such Commissioners to hear and

determine all controversies respecting rights of
ways and rights of water between private indi
viduals,"

The. Commissioners', duties lare ofj a judicial

nature, and require them first to hear, then de
termine. The appellant being no party to tbe
original controversy, and having no notice thereof,
his rights were not affected by the first award.
But it docs not follow that the subsequent action
of the Board, when the appellant became a party
of hi3 ownaccordwas therefore nuJL and void.
The award made by tbe Board 'after they bad
jurisdiction pf-th- o matter, bas force, not as con
firming its previous void award, but because juris
diction had attached. -

But the evidence, as reported by the Commis- -

missioners, tails to sustain, or to tend to sustain,
the award. The right to nse water is an ease-

ment in land, to be gained pnly.liy grant or pre
scription. The evidence merely shows the
opinions of witnesses as to the' rights of tbe
parties. For this reason without deciding tbe
point made by counsel concerning- - Kola land,
the award must be set aside.

A prisoner was taken
in the act of 'making counterfeit shillings in the
ordinary way, by steeping round blanks composed
of brass and silver, aqua fortis.

The ques
tion whether the Statnte covered this inchoate
offense was brought before the judges, who held
hat the conviction was right.

We are of the opinion in this case that, it was
not necessary to show a complete distillation, but
it was enough to show that the process was then
going on.

Each Minister of State presents to Congress, each
year, bis budget for the expenses of the ensuing
year.. These-budget- s are discussed in tbe R repre-
sentatives, and are sent theoce to the Senate, with
whatever amendments may have been made.

As bas been seen, Chile is divided Into fifteen
Provinces: these Into Departments, aud the De
partments Into Cantons. The capital cities of the
provinces are governed by an Iutendant, or Prefect,
appointed by the President. In the provinces
where "there is a Court of Appeal, in addition to
the Judges, which compose the Tribunal, there are
many jnaiciai lunctlonarlcs. lue uourts oi .appeal,
and the employees attached thereto, cost, annually.
about SlO.tiOO. The or Governors of
Departments, arc, likewise, appointed by the Presi-
dent, and are subordinate to the Iutendant, Prefect,
or Chief of the province.

Each capital city of a province bas a Municipal
Council, presided over by .the Intendant, as is each
capital city of the departments by the Governor or

details of the same. Each province.. Irmroportlon
to Its population, maintains a sufficient number of
municipal guards, charged witn tue ponce ana
safety of the cities, who promenade tbe streets by
day aud night. The total number of these guards
is about 2,500, and they are paid, partly by the
municipalities and partly by the general Govern-
ment. There are, likewise, gend'armes, who are
on amy on vne rural routes, to protect property
agamsi maifiaciurs.
